N.Y. Court Clerk Set For $17,500 Customs Post 

Joseph A. Bailey, 47-year-old clerk for New 
York City Court Judge Francis E. Rivers, is slated 
» to be appointed collector of customs in New York 
City and become the first Negro ever to hold the 
$17,500 a-year post, Republicans disclosed in Wash- 
ington. 

Party officials said Bailey, aide for Judge Rivers, 
who is a close friend of Governor Thomas Dewey, 
was hand-picked for the job and has been approved 
by the state party leaders. The high-paying post has 
been vacant for several months. 

Reached by JET, Bailey, recently returned from 
a six-week vacation tour, said he had been con- 
sidered “more or less” for some post but was not 
sure which one. He said he turned down several 
minor posts and was recently under study for a 
$10,000-a-year housing race relations post. 

A native of Newark, N. J., Bailey, a Lincoln (Pa.) 
University graduate, entered politics in 1933. Also 
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a graduate of Brooklyn Law School, he holds a master’s 
degree in public law from Columbia University. A lifetime 


Republican, he ran unsuccessfully for the state senate ‘ 


four years ago.

Harlem ’s self-styled “Black Eagle,” Col. Hubert Fauntle- 
roy Julian, whose $100,000 arms cache destined for the 
former Red Guatemala regime was confiscated a year ago 
in New York harbor because he lacked proper papers, 
sailed for England aboard the Queen Mary. Julian, former 
arms purchasing agent for the Central American country, 
refused to say whether he sought another possible buyer 
for the 25,000 rounds of anti-aircraft ammunition. He told 
reporters: “What makes me mad is that all my money is 
tied up . . . $100,000 would break a lot of big firms, let 
alone an individual.”

Police 
said Royce Lee, who had been drinking heavily, leaped 
from the city wharf into 25 feet of water despite the 
pleading of his sister, Suzie Lee. She quoted him as say- 
ing before he left home that the next time she would see 
him, he would be in a funeral parlor.

3 Crosses Burned In Florida Negro Community 
Following NAACP announcements that Florida Negro 
children would seek admittance to white schools near 
their homes, three crosses were burned in the Mount 
Dora Negro neighborhood and one in nearby Eustis. 
While a crowd of Negroes watched, B. O. Lott, principal 
of the Mount Dora Negro school, tore down a cross in 
front of his school, stamped out the flames with his feet, 
called the cross burning “a cowardly thing.” Wrote the 
editor of the white Mount Dora Topic newspaper: “When 
the crosses were burned by the Ku Klux Klan in 1948, no 
colored people could be seen. They were scared to death 
and hid. Tonight they milled around openly and dis- 
cussed the burnings. There’s a world of difference.” 
Yesterday In Negro History 
Sept. 4, 1781—Los Angeles, Calif., was officially 
founded by group of 44 people, including eight mu- 
lattoes and two Negroes. The town had been planned 
and the settlers recruited by California Gov. Felipe 
de Neve. 
Sept. 5, 1846—John Wesley Cromwell, editor-lawyer, 
was born in Portsmouth, Va., of slave parents.

Report 2 Out Of 3 Negroes Are Church Members 

Approximately two out of every three American Ne- 
groes belong to some church, according to the 1955 Year- 
book of American Churches which is scheduled for Sep- 
tember 15 publication by the National Council of the 
Churches of Christ. The book reports that 8,851,000 per- 
sons are members of five predominantly Negro denomina- 
nations, with 1,500,000 Negroes in other denominations.

Dr. Ambrose Caliver, Negro 
assistant to the U.S. Commissioner of Education Sam- 
uel Brownell, is among the staff of specialists assigned 
to the project, which has the White House’s approval. 


Mo. City Ends School Bias, Saves $4,000 A Year 

The Paris, Mo., board of education voted unanimously 
to end segregation in the city’s high school—a move 
which saves the district from $3,000 to $4,000 a year in 
transportation fees for Negro students to a high school 
in Moberly. The city’s Negro elementary school will con- 
tinue in operation through the 1954-55 term, it was an- 
nounced. 


First 2 Negro Girls Enter Texas U. Med. School 

Two Negro girls enrolled as students at the University 
of Texas medical school at Galveston and became the 
first Negro women ever admitted to the school. They are: 
Mae Frances McMillan, 20, of Houston, a graduate of 
Wiley College, Marshall, Texas; and Carolyn Luetta Can- 
non, 20, of Tyler, a graduate of Fisk University and the 
University of Toledo. 





Virginia State College Bars 12 White Students 

More than 12 white persons were barred from en- 
rolling at Virginia State College in recent weeks, ac- 
cording to President Robert P. Daniel, who said the 
number was the largest he could recall. Dr. Daniel 
told the white applicants that Virginia law forbids 
the school from accepting them, despite the Supreme 
Court decision against school segregation. 




















TEXAS TOWN CANCELS BALL GAMES 


When the Hobbs, New Mexico, school board announced 
the city’s schools will be desegregated for the first time 
this fall, Andrews, Texas, school officials cancelled an 
athletic contract with Hobbs schools because Negroes 
might be on the Hobbs teams. Hobbs school superin- 
tendent Charles Mills said two other Texas towns, Ker- 
mit and Monahans, had discussed school desegregation 
in Hobbs and said he believed the two towns would ful- 
fill their athletic contracts. In another development 
over school desegregation in Hobbs, District Attorney Pat 
Hannegan warned Rev. Bill Carter, leader of the “segre- 
gationists” group which opposes mixed schools, that 
charges would be filed against them if any Negro child |, 
is injured or intimidated when schools are desegregated. 
Rev. Carter’s group had hinted at violence if the school 
board went‘ ahead with desegregation before the final 
Supreme Court decree was issued. Dr. Demarus Batcher, 
president of the school board, said the school will be 
“desegregated” and that she expected no trouble. At 
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Tenn. College Official Held For Embezzling $9,000 

Spencer Davis, 29, head of the hog department at Ten- 
nessee State A. & I. University, was charged with em- 
bezzling $9,000 in state money by selling large quantities 
of livestock feed to a Nashville concern and keeping the 
money.

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Pearl Bailey’s Ex-Husband Sued For Love Theft 

A $350,000 alienation of affections suit was filed in Wash- 
ington, D.C., district court against John R. Pinkett, 40, 
playboy and ex-husband of singer Pearl Bailey, who was 
charged by Dr. Henry S. Ellison with stealing the love of 
the physician’s wife and breaking up his home. Dr. Elli- 
son, a resident physician at Freedmen’s Hospital, also filed 
another suit charging Pinkett with committing adultery 
with his wife, Mrs. Etna Ellison, and with giving her 
“sifts, favors and attention.” The physician charges that 
Mrs. Ellison, a government translator, was intimate with 
Pinkett and gave him large sums of Dr. Ellison’s money.

A 21-year-old Toledo man, James E. Collins, was charged 
with first-degree murder after he went to the home of 
University of Toledo coed Dolores Grisham, slashed her 
with a butcher knife, then fired a fatal shotgun volley 
into her shoulder and heart because she jilted him.

Brought into a Detroit court for non-support of his 
white wife and her two-year-old child, Joseph Cobb, 
27, told Judge Paul E. Krause that Mrs. Betty Cobb, 
25, became pregnant and gave birth to a daughter, 
Rose Marie, while he was in the Army in Japan.

One of the most at- 
tractive women in Ne- 
gro society is also one 
of its most controver- 
sial. As hostess for a 
prominent playboy- 
physician, she charms 
his visitors, accom- 
panies him every- 
where and takes care 
of him when he is ill. 
Ever so often there is 
a rumor that they are 
married, but nobody 
believes it. She is gen- 
erally accepted as a “back streeter,” one of today’s rapidly 
disappearing “kept” women. 

The kept woman is a casualty of the present tax sys- 
tem. You can not count her as a minor or aged de- 
pendent, check her off as a charity or legitimate business 
expenditure. She is a luxury which fewer and fewer men 
are able to enjoy. As a result, the full-time woman-on- 
the-side has been replaced by the “party girl’ and the 
girl friend who works and is willing to exchange her 
favors for assistance with bills, an occasional expensive 
gift and trips. 

Perhaps one of the best known survivors of this van- 
ishing female clan is a former model, the darling of a 
West Coast business executive. The shapely, fair-skinned 
charmer lives in a plush apartment, sails in a double-

deck cabin cruiser, rides in a Cadillac, wears original 
frocks and fine furs. “The only thing I’m short on is 
jewelry,” she admits. 

Of similar renown but decidedly more prosperous is a 
glamorous New York show girl who is the light of her 
club-owner boss’ night life. To make suspect any gossip 
of her kept status, she does a turn at his hot spot when 
she feels like it. But her friends do not believe her “sal- 
ary” pays for her $8,000 mink coat, $5,000 Cadillac, dia- 
mond rings and bracelets valued at $50,000, keeps her in 
a $150-a-month flat with a $100-a-month full-time maid, 
or provides the “old age security” bank account she 
boasts about 

The origin of the kept woman is open to dispute, but 
there is much evidence which tends to show that curvy 
and cuddlesome chorus girls were among the first and 
most popular of part-time sweethearts. For example, an 
early exponent of the popular shake dance was what the 
trade calls “beautifully kept” for years by a top-drawer 
white producer. She sported the first gift-mink among 
the glamor girls, later married a Negro performer, but 
came to a tragic end as a dope addict on New York’s 
skid row. 

More fortunate, however, was a sister-come-lately of 
her sorority who seems headed for a happier ending. Her 
white gentleman friend sent her to Europe’s finishing 
school and she is salting away her cash gifts and earn- 
ings in U. S. real estate. 

Several Negro professional men have made gossip head- 
lines with flings at keeping women. One prominent phy-

sician went broke maintaining two homes, two extra 
cars, two mink coats, two sets of diamond jewelry. His 
wife knew of his backdoor romance, walked softly, car- 
ried a big stick and saw to it that she got gift for gift he 
lavished on his paramour. 

Similarly, one of his middle-aged, married colleagues 
went overboard for an 18-year-old “Miss” who bled the 
doctor-sponsor white, used the expensive clothing and 
cross-country trips he financed to make contacts with 
younger prospects. Eventually, she married one and the 
old boy nearly died at the news. 

Perhaps, more considerate was the action of a Midwest 
mistress who, upon discovering her sponsor’s funds were 
dwindling, persuaded him to finance her through col- 
lege, ended up with a profession, now gives him hand- 
outs. 

In the East, two sex-happy, gold-digging high society 
matrons who played the field for excitement and loot, 
found themselves with the same part-time sugar daddy. 
After buying a lavish Christmas present for one of the 
women, the big-time sportsman asked her to select one 
for her best friend. 

The request was both surprising and revealing. But 
the matron, taking it in stride, picked out the most ex- 
pensive and unattractive negligee she could find, saw to 
it that her rival knew who had 
selected the gift. Although they 
are in the same social circle (each 
is married to a “race leader’) they 
now barely speak to each other. 

Perhaps, the last bastion of 
women kept in the grand manner 
is in the South, where the two- 
family household—one colored, one 
white—had its greatest vogue. Many 
a prominent northerner obtained 
an excellent university education 
as a result of this Dixie custom.

The District of Columbia public utilities commission 
opened negotiations,for the hiring of the city’s first Negro 
bus and streetcar drivers. In a move backed by the White 
House, commission chairman Robert McLaughlin met 
with Capital Transit Company vice president E. C. Gid- 
dings in what they called an “exploratory” session. At 
a later date, the pair will meet with representatives of 
the AFL transit union, whose members once threatened 
to go on strike if Negroes were hired as drivers. 


Second Twin Files Bias Suit Against Va. Shipyard 

A 32-year-old Norfolk, Va., shipyard worker, Emerson 
Harris, filed a discrimination suit with the Civil Service 
Commission in Washington charging that he was illegally 
disqualified from a supervisory post at the Norfolk ship- 
yard because of race. Harris, whose twin brother, Elmer, 
won a similar suit against the shipyard two years ago, 
contended that officials refused to upgrade him because 
he would have to supervise white workers. 


First Negro Women Hired As D. C. Sales Clerks 

The first Negro sales clerks in downtown Washington 
were hired by officials of the Neisner variety stores. One 
girl was placed in charge of a counter while others are 
being trained by the firm. Committee officials said Kresge 
dime stores plan to hire Negro women as sales clerks 


within two weeks. 


Du Pont Official Leaps From Delaware Bridge, Dies 
Albert Wilson, a 45-year-old personnel official who was 
recently cited for integrating several hundred Negroes at 
the Du Pont Chemical Company’s New York plant, leaped 
to his death from the Delaware Memorial Bridge near 
Wilmington. Described by his family as despondent for 
some time, Wilson left a note to his wife.

In a Redbook magazine article, which is based on 
fact, with only names changed to protect the couple from 
undue publicity, William Peters describes the first year of 
marriage for the young couple, a period in which their 
daughter Catherine was born. It was not easy. Because 
John had to finish the final part of his last year of col- 
lege work at home, he was not eligible for a teaching 
certificate, had to find other, lower-paying work.

© A decade after the surrender of the German army in 
World War II, S. Leonard Rubinstein’s The Battle Done 
(Morrow, $3.50) returns to a South Carolina prisoner-of- 
war camp and turns a surprisingly soft spotlight on a 
small cadre of U. S. soldiers and the 250 German pris- 
oners in their care. With the action of 
the novel filtered through the eyes of 
the young Jewish sergeant in charge of 
the prisoner compound, it all seems 
strangely casual and just a trifie improb- 
able, as if the 10 intervening years have 
diminished the violent hatreds and 
prejudices of that period. 
as @ Master Sergeant Ben Hoffman is an 
Rubinstein idealist and an unwitting liberal assigned 
to the camp because he speaks German. A mild, strong 
and reasonable man, Hoffman has no hatred toward the 
Nazis, reacts unemotionally to talk of the stacks of Jew- 
ish bodies at Belsen and Dachau. When an anti-Jewish 
prisoner attacks him, he overpowers the man but refuses 
to hate him. 
i Rubinstein’s picturization of some of the minor char- 
acters seem more fully realized than his portrait of Hoff- 
man. Kracht, a Nazi, stands out in all the power and 
arrogance of his creed. Private Irving Kind is a tragic 
but lucid figure, a man who would be a misfit anywhere. 
And a buxom WAC, who hates the army but has a savage 
sympathy for the German prisoners, is drawn in full 
dimension. 
6 The Battle Done treats lightly a heavy subject. It does 
not delve deep. It seems to be asking what all the fuss 
and fighting were about anyway, and it seems not to 
want an answer.—H. F.

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LEG CRAMP HALTS N. Y. POSTMAN’S

In the clammy night wind of the English Channel, 
between the hours of 10:15 p.m. and 5:15 a.m. was 
enacted a drama of frustration for Willis Hanks, 39- 
year-old postman from New York, who came to England 
alone to attempt to become the first Negro to swim the 
channel. To those who accompanied him in the tiny 
boat that piloted him across channel, his unsuccessful 
swim will remain burned in their memories as an ace- 
high example of guts, endurance and sportsmanship, 
unequalled in the annals of long distance swimming. 

Short of money, lonely in a second-rate Dover hotel 
where a cheese sandwich at six o’clock constituted 
the night’s feed, Hanks set out in the 32-foot Wild 
Rose. Accompanying him was JET’s correspondent. 

We finally found the French shore and were hauled 
high on the sand by helpful members of the Butlin 
cross-channel swim contest. Hanks, shivering with 
cold, stripped to the bare essentials and was plastered 
with thick lanolin. “Gee,” he muttered through chat- 
tering teeth, “just let me get into that water before I 
freeze.” 

He walked into the water while we three shoved off 
in a dinghy through the crashing surf to find the Wild 
Rose, one mile out. We estimate that Hanks swam two 
miles, tiring because he was unable to set a regular 
stroke because of the dinghy’s irregular movements. 
When we reached the Wild Rose we set off for England 
with Hanks swimming a strong and regular breast 
stroke—19 to the minute, two miles per hour. 

At 4:10 a.m. the lights of Butlin’s boats, two miles 
to westward, made us wonder what we were doing so 
far east. The skipper tried to justify his wrong course 
by grunting over a chart. Actually he didn’t know 
where we were. Twice he changed course, trusting to 
a non-existent judgment.
